QUEER ^COURT. 


As understood here the trouble arose 


from the action of the British assessor 
levying a tax upon a, Chinese resident' 
of the foreign settlement. The court is j 
a curious body, made up of a Chinese i 
magistrate, who holds sittings every | 
week day. 


On two days of each week an Amer- 


ican official from the consulate gen- 
eral sits with it in the capacity of 
assessor, on two other days a similar, 
German oftlciais sits, and on the re- 
maining two week claj-s a British rep- 
resentative. This court had jurisdic- 
tion over all licenses and taxes pay- 
able by .the Chinese in the foreign set- 
tlement of Shanghai. 


CHINESE JEALOUS. 


The Chinese municipal

have always been jealous of this court 
and there have been many clashes in 
the past owing to the efforts of the 
Chinese to collect these taxes them- 
selves. 
The court also possesses the

on, while the Chinese whip culprits 
with bamboos. 


For a long time, past the Chinese 


have been trying to reduce the author- 
ity of the mixed court, and it Is In- 
ferred here that the present trouble 
has arisen from the assertion of Juris- 
diction by the British over some 
the Chinese merchants.

NEW YORK, Deo. 20.—Fire today de- 


stroyed fully half of the Immense rail- 
road terminals at the foot of West Twen- 
ty-third street on the Hudso'n river. The 
loes was estimated at $560,000. 
Crowded' 


ferryboats and hundreds of passengers 
•were unloading: at the terminals when &' 
series of explosions were heard and im-; 


mediately dense, volumes of smoke filled' 
tho great buildings,' followed quickly'by: 
flames. Great alarm.prevailed'and when^ 
ferryboats,' despite the flames, kept land- 
ing passengers from New Jersey at por- 
tions of the docks and terminals which 
were not on flre, the police from- four 
stations had to be summoned to keep 
order. Several employes of the railroads 
were severely burned and five men were 
reported missing after the flre was under 
control.

. The new ferry houses of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western and of the Jer- 
«ey Central railroads were almost total 
losses. 


They were the newest ferry terminals In 


.the city, the Lackawanna building still 
undergoing its finishing touches, and the 
Jersey Central having been completed 
only two months ago. The terminals oJ 
the Erie railroad and the Pennsylvania 
were In such danger for a time that the 
flre department concentrated almost its 
entire efforts on saving them, pne small 
freight shed belonging to the Brio and 
part of Its docks wers damaged. 


The fire started under the floor of the 
Lackawanna ferry house, where some 
painters were at work. It Is thought that 
one of the lamps used by a painter ex- 
ploded. 


PAWTERS MENACED.

with smoke and the .painters had great 
difficulty in reaching the floor above. 


A ferryboat with more than 600 pas- 
sengers aboard was Just coming Into the 
slip when ihe flro startod.

miles on this side of Riga the land has 
been laid waste, all the buildings belong- 
ing to the landlords having been burned 
to the groHnd. 
The situation In Cour- 


land, the consul says, is even worse. 


At Riga the garrison la too small to 


attempt to wrest the power from the 
hands of the workmen, who have organ; 
Ized a police force and are administering 
the affairs of the city. 
The workmen 


have sent a deputation to Governor Re- 
glnsk notifying him that he had been de- 
posed. 


The city is terror-stricken but compar- 
atively quiet. 


Killings take place In the streets dally, 
but the workmen's militia is successfully 
preventing pillage, showing no mercy 18 
rowdies, several of whom have been shot 
or hanged.

I said in 
brief that Oakland needs a thorough- 
going municipal house-cleaning, that 
our taxes are exorbitantly high, that 
public improvements are slow and un- 
satisfactory, that our criminal record 
Is shamefully bad, and that the re- 
sponsibility for this condition of af- 
fairs is chiefly at. the door of an apa- 
thetic public.

mon was public responsibility for our 
bad municipal conditions. 


THE TAXES. 


"That our taxes are exorbitantly 


high is generally allowed. Efforts to 
explain the fact by casting the burden

It'wasn't much of a 
surprise to peoplpe who know Oakland. 
On the same page was an item in which 
it was attempted to make out that the 
body of the unknown man found on our 
broadgaugs mole had drifted to us from 
another city. 
On this front page also 


was a heading In large type concerning 
the nasty McNulty case.

THE SALOONS. 


"Take the situation In the city as -a 
whole.

lay before you as men who care for 
nothing but the enforcement of the law 
ought to deal, and further facts will be 
forthcoming up to the point where In- 
formation is an utter breach of faith.

You are in 
a far better position to get it than am I. 
I am certain that in your position I 
could get enough to open the way for a 
good deal more; and that without asking 
any minister to violate his faith. 
A 
rigid, expert, distinterested examination 
of city and county records will reveal

very beneficial results. It is not neces- 
sary to go after the unfortunate em- 
ployes of the city, whose poverty per- 
suades them to pay tribute for their 
posts, nor to force the hand of the cor- 
poration employee who knows that his 
employers are robbing the city.

THE MAYOR. 


"If I told the Mayor of this city that 
one of his private employes was robbing 
his store, I think that tho .Mayor would 
not require of me the man's name If 
assured that my information was con- 
fidential, but would straightway examine 
his books and get the evidence himself. 
If he scouted my word.and insisted that 
I should do his work for him, he. would 
deserve to be robbed till the time of his 
awakening came. I have told the people 
of Oakland at the cost ot a good deal 
of distasteful publicity that civic affairs 
are In a bad way. I have specified now 
where I believe tl(.i root of the evil lies. 
If men of conscience, courage and capac- 
ity for a thorough Investigation will como 
to the front they will find all the evi- 
dence they need.

Police and Fire Commissioners of this

growth and undermining our reputation, 
they will get plenty of assistance from 
unsuspected sources, till the forces of 
corruption and lawlessness are utterly 
routed, and Oakland Is the .city that she 
ought to be.

Bennett's Wells,-the miner's mule gal- 
loped riderless Into camp there on De- 
cember 7, with the saddle pierced with 
a bullet and the blanket and saddle 
covered with blood. 


Today Rol King' telegraphed J1000 


reward to. Barstow and Bullfrog for 
the recovery of Scott's body. King Is 
satisfied that Scott has been mur- 
dered for his money somewhere In the 
desert.

The Judge has decided that 
the technical objection! made to the de- 
murrers, cross-complaints and answer** 
will not hold In the present instance, 
and that the c«e must be tried on its 
merits, and those laying claim to tha 
money must show their title to It No- 
tice of his decision ha* been sent out to 
the various attorneys Interested In tha 
matter and It it expected that when this 
matter comes up th« trial of the cue 
will proceed on Its merit*. 
Jorgensen fled from Denmark with a 
typewriter In the employ of the firm for 
which he worked, taking with htm tSfOO 
of the firm's mone.y and finally found 
his way to this coast and settled In 
Berkeley. He deposited 
13000 of tha 
money that he had In the Fanners' and 
Merchants' Bank In this city and a like 
amount in the Central Bank. Then his 
detection and arrest followed, and 
In 
fighting his extradition he assigned any 
Interest he might have In the money to 
his attorneys, who now claim the money 
as theirs. Prior to doing this, however. 
he had given his bank books to H. H. 
Blrkholm. the Danish consul, for the 
benefit of his employers. 
In the present action Jorgensen has 
no interest. He went back to Denmark 
and served his sentence and Is back hen 
again, true to the woman with whom he 
fled and who has borne him a son, 
while back In Denmark are his wife and 
several children. 
Attorneys for the Danish consul are 
fighting to get this money to return it to 
its rightful owners, and In this they are 
meeting with strenuous opposition. It Is 
claimed that If this was the original 
money taken by Jorgensen from his em- 
Sloyers there would be little question,

The Child Labor Law. 


State Labor Commissioner Stafford 
announces his 
deter- 


' mination to continue the enforcement of the child labor law enacted 


by the last Legislature until he is restrained by the adverse ruling 
of a higher tribunal than the Oakland police court. Mr. Stafford, 
it will be seen, takes issue with the recent decision of Police Judge 
Smith of this city declaring the law unconstitutional because, while 
it makes provision for the exemption of children whose labor is 
necessary to their parents, it makes no provision for the exemption 
of orphans, whose labor may be just as necessary to their families, 
but who have no parents to make the necessary claim. This, he 
says, is class legislation, and for this reason unconstitutional. 


No one will quarrel with the State Labor Commissioner for 


seeking the more authoritative ruling of a higher court, for the pur- 
pose of the law is an admirable one with which humanity and public 
policy are alike in accord, but a fundamental defect of the law can- 
not be mended by attacking the motives of Judge Smith or criticis- 
ing his application of constitutioanl principles in construing the 
statute. Judge Smith announced from the bench his ardent sym- 
pathy with the purpose of the law, but he could not conscientiously 


. uphold in his judicial capacity a statute which, to his mind, seems 


fatally defective. 


Judge Smith is so clearly right in his conception of the duty 


of a judge that a defense of him is hardly necessary. His inter- 
pretation of the law may be wrong—we sincerely hope it is—but 
so long as he is convinced that he is right he is hewing to^the line 
of judicial duty; he is construing the law according to his lights 
and administering justice as his judgment and conscience dictate. 


In discussing Judge Smith's decision, the Sacramento Union 


, says "class legislation means caste legislation." Where does the 


Union obtain its authority for this dictum' We know of no Su- 
preme Court declaration to that effect. 
If the Union knows of any 


it will illuminate the discussion by citing it. In many cases passed 
on by the court of last resort, the language used and the principles 
applied plainly negative the idea that the term "class legislation," as 
employed in the State Constitution, is synonymous with caste 
legislation. Caste legislation is obviously class legislation, but it 
does not follow that the obi erse is true. There are many kinds of 
classification, in the legal sense, in which caste does not figure at all 
The rule of law, as it is generally understood, is that the Con- 
stitution prohibits the enactment of a statute in a class by itself ap- 
plying to a particular class of individuals or creating special exemp- 
tions of a discriminatory character. It is the discriminating provi- 
sion of the child labor law that renders it unconstitutional in the 
opinion of Judge Smith. 


However, the ruling of a court is not to be set aside or im- 


peached on the ipse dixit of a newspaper which is apparently 
guided more by sentiment than knowledge of the law. Beyond 
question the point at issue should be authoritatively passed upon by 
the Supreme Court before the Legislature meets again, and if Judge 
Smith's view is sustained by the court of last resort it is the duty 
of the Legislature to pass a child labor law that will pass the ordeal 
of constitutional interpretation. The courts cannot uphold uncon- 
stitutional laws merely because they seek to accomplish meritorious 
objects. 
To do so would be to riddle the Constitution and make 


a crazy-quilt of our jurisprudence. 


Evidently Senator Spooner has heard the bell ring. 
Hereto- 


fore he has been a special champion of the Administration on the 
floor of the Senate, but it has been freely predicted that when the 
President and the railroad intersts clashed he would be found under 
the banner of the opposition. "Wait till the bell rings," said the 
wiseacres doubtfully when Spooner's devotion to the Administra- 
tion was alluded to. Well, the railroad interests and the President 
have clashed and the silver-tongued Wisconsin orator has his lance 
lifted against the Administration, The bell has rung, and Senator 
Spooner has responded. That is the meaning of Spooner's sudden 
fear that the Executive is overriding the legislative department of 
the government. He is already to the fore with an excuse for de- 
feating the legislation proposed by the President. 


The Blight of the Trust. 


Recently E. H. Harriman laid orders for many thousands of 


tons of steel rails in Europe on the ground that he could buy steel 
rails abroad cheaper than he could get them in the American market. 
Now comes Charles M. Schwab, late president of the United States 
Steel Company (the trust), with the statement that steel rails made 
in Germany are better than the rails made in America. 


Why? Less than^five years ago Andrew Carnegie, the pioneer 


steel rail manufacturer in this country, and the greatest industrial 
organizer America has yet produced, stated that steel rails were 
manufactured at less cost here than anywhere else in the world. 
The close conjunction of vast deposits of cheaply mined iron ore 
and enormous beds of smelting coal, together with cheap water 
transportation and a system of handling, reducing cost to the lowest 
terms, enabled the American ironmasters to produce steel rails 
cheaper than anywhere else. 


That was before Mr. Carnegie sold out to the trust, which Mr. 


Schwab assisted in organizing, and the steel rail industry in the 
United States became pooled. Since then the price of rails has 
been steadily pushed up m the effort to pay dividends on a capital 
that is three-fourths water. Incidentally, it appears that the quality 
of the rails turned out has also deteriorated. It is to extort ex- 
cessive profits that the steel trust is producing an inferior article and 
selling it at an extortronate figure. In consequence, great railroad 
builders like Mr. Harriman can buy cheaper rails at lower prices 
in foreign markets. 


^ This is neither gratifying to our national pride nor promising 


as an industrial portent. Trust methods are operating to retard our 
progress in manufacturing and to clog our energies in the world- 
wide competition that now prevails. By exacting excessive prices 
for rails and other construction material, the magnates of the steel 
trust are enhancing the expense of railroad 
building and dis- 


couraging railway extension.

The popular impression that the contrary is the case cannot 
stand against the judgment of a trained expert, whose business it 
is to, give close attention to such matters.

Co , later establishing the Ben Lomond 
News, a weekly paper. Within the past 
month be started a private bank.

Fresno Democrat, *ho, with her mother, 
owns considerable property In Ben Lo- 
mond.

San Diego. Fronvrthe time of his return 
from San Diego, about 1889, until a year 
ago he was connected, most of the time 
as superintendent, with the manufacture 
of the Price hay press, since passed to 
the ownership of Toffelmler Bros.

(was, at an earlier date, before going to 
•San Diego, connected with the San Le- 
andro Plow Company, started by the'' 
citizens of San Leandro .and afterward 
bought by .Daniel Best, as secretary- 
treasurer and bookkeeper. 


For years Mr. and . Mrs. Gray were 


prominent socially, having no children 
save an adopted daughter, Pearl, now 
Mrs. C. L. Best, with whom he spent his 
last days.

QUESTION DISCUSSED 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.— The railroad rato 


question was discussed at length at a 
meeting of the executive council of tho, 
Massachusetts State Board of Trade here 
yesterday and steps were taken looking 
toward the calling of a special meeting 
to consider the matter. 


Charles S. Hamlln, of Boston, vice pres-

press dispatches for Information, as 
we have in Russia as well as in the 
capitals of all the other nations of 
Continental Europe, our own accredit- 
ed representative, from -whom we re- 
ceive at regular intervals reliable ad- 
vices as to the political and social 
status. 
In Russia the lower classes of so- 
ciety, the laborers and artisans, have 
had the audacity to ask, and Indeed, 
In some instances to demand more 
privileges of their masters, the nobili- 
ty and aristocracy. 
These working- 
men appear to have banded themselves 
together In what they term "unions" 
and in several instances have refused 
to perform labor 'at the command of 
their masters 
for the 
compensation 


•whjch their masters have seen proper 
to give them. 
These persons have not only pre- 
sumed "to Insist that their remunera- 
tion be augmented, but have asked 
ana insisted on a reduction of the , 
hours of daily toll. They have even 
\J7OT?r'V Kone so far as to not only threaten to 
WKiiL-K. disccintinue their services, hut have in 


several cities really done so. This they 


men to send to Russia to assist tho 
Rmperor. 
These suggestions, however, were 
not adopted, as it was decided t"iat 
If matters 'grow more serious the Em- 
peror of Germany will come to the as- 
sistance of his brother Emperor of 
Russia. "With his powerful 
German 
army, for the Kaiser well knows that 
the overthrow of monarchy In Russia 
means, sooner or later, the same In 
Germany. It was decided that for the 
present we continue, as we have been 
doing In the ijast, to win the leaders 
of the rebellious working classes over 
to the side of conservatism, and as 
most or all of them 
are moneyless 
beggars, we think this can be done 
very readily, and at 
comparatively 
little expense. 
To prevent a repetition of the horri- 


fying scenes that were enacted In 
France a century ago, the preposter- 
ous ambitions of the lower or working 
classes In distracted Russia should be 
promptly and vigorously 
suppressed. 
The respectable people of all coun- 
tries, the ruling class, are vitally In- 
terested, as the disease Is contagious, 
and if they should be successful in 
overthrowing the powers that be, In 
one country, It will spread and soon 
the working classes of this fair re- 
public will be clamoring for more

MEN CONVICTS SAVE LIVES 


Released From Cells, They Show 


Sense of flanhood by Rescuing 


Frantic Females. 


NITW TORK. Dec. 20.—Men forgot 


that they were convicts and remem- 
bered only that they were men on 
Blackwell's Island early this morn- 
ing when t'.ie male prisoners, marshal- 
ed by their keepers into a fire-fighting 
and life-saving corps, -bore from the 
flaming: floors of the women's wards 
five, hundred and ninety-four frantic 
women, and from the hospital beds fif- 
ty more. 


Starting in the sewing room of the 


work house and from a cause which 
has not yet been definitely decided, 
the fire had reached a fierce blaze at 
2 o'clock, when it was dtscox'ered. The 
flre engine on the island proved in- 
adequate and a call for help was sent 
to the city department. Seven engines 
were sent over, hut were not sufficient 
to save the women's workhouse from 
destruction. 


On the top floor of this 
building 


were cells for, the women, and every 
one held -one 'or two prisoners when 
the flre occurred- 
These women be- 


' came frantic with fright and were 
, soon choking with the dense smoke 
that filled all the halls and their cells. 
That -most of them did jot perish is 


due to.their recent installation of a 
system by'which in emergencies every 
cell In a-.-tier can be opened simul- 
-taneously with all the others. 


When the extent and danger, of the 


blaze became, apparent 
the warden 


marshaled 
hi? 
regular 
fire-fighting 


force of employes and soon all were 
at work. 


The flames sprend so fast, however, 


• that this forre proved hopelessly inad- 


equate. Then it was decided to trust 
to the male prisoners' sense of man- 
hood and they bore the test well. 


Released from their cells and mar- 


shaled into small bodies they entered 
Ehc burning building- and went at the 
: work of fire-fighting and rescue with 


utter disregard of the clanger to them- 
selves. The (lames were crackling all 
about them nnd they plunged through 
the densest, smoke when they brought 
out in their arms 
the 
last of the 


women prisoners. 


'The fire bells and the shouts ot" the 


men at work could be heard 'all over 
the island, and in the hospitals and 
buildings of the 
other 
institutions, 


there was a panic which was quieted 
with difficulty by the nurses, physi- 
cians and, keepers. 
The fire was confined to the women's 


workhouse. 
Although only a part of the convicts 


were used in rescuing the women, those 
who remained locked in their cells made 
frantic appeals to be allowed 'to help. 


As the screams of the women pene- 


trated .to their cells some of tho con- 
victs fell upon their knees, beating the 
bars with their fists and imploring the 
guards to let them out to fight the fire. 


When refused they begged that at least 


the guards go to the rescue, promising 
they would be their own jailers. 


The fire lasted over two hours and con- 


sumed all the women's prison, the hos- 
pital and half of the workhouse, lighting 
up the shores of Long Island and the 
shipping In the East river, and gliding 
the tall buildings on the New York sido 
of the river. 


The woodwork in the house, being fifty 


years old, burned almost like paper. 


The loss is estimated at $50,000.
